Roslindale... 


Roslindale was part of the original Roxbury, settled as a farming 
community in the early 1700s. It was annexed to Boston in 1874. 
Roslindale remained mostly open farmland until the advent of the street- 
car in the late 1800s, which brought increased settlers to the community. 


The National Trust for Historic Preservation has awarded 
Roslindale Village Main Street for efforts in neighborhood revitalization. 


Roslindale affords access to some of Boston’s largest open spaces: 
Arnold Arboretum, Franklin Park, and Stony Brook Reservation. It is 
also located near both of the city’s public golf courses, George 
Wright and Franklin Park - the oldest public course in the country!
